morning 200 armed men from Franklin 
County rode up to the jail in Georgetown, 
and demanded the keys of the jailer. They 
were given up and the men took Frank 
Dudley from his cell, and going out the 
rank tort pike road one mile, they hanged 
him toa locust tree. Four men performed 
the job—three tied Dudley’s hands and legs 
the fourth man climbed the 
and tied the rope to the limb. 
After the body swung loose the mob fred 
several hundred shots into it and departed. 
The body was cut down at 7 o'clock this 
morning. Dudley killed a wealthy young 
farmer named Frank Hughes last Monday.

3-10 lire on each hectare of land. This is, of 
course, in addition to the national debt, which 
is upwards of 24,000,000,000 lire or 3, 000, 000, 000. 
It is stated in financial circles that a syndi- 
cate has been formed in Rome which isto 
have at its disposal 100,000,000 lire, of which 
one-half has been already subscribed, for 
the purpose of sustaining the price of Italian 
rentes. The resources of the syndicate will 
not be restricted by the amounts pledged, for 
many large and strong institutions and 
bankers, as well as those not so strong, have 
formed, as it were, a committee ot defense 
against foreign attacks on the rentes. 

A DECREE OF AMNESTY. 

The Government will shortly issue a decree 
ot amnesty to all who, by emigrating, es- 
caped the levies from 1851 toi1s71. This am- 
nesty concerns upwards of 400,000 persons, 
many ot whom are now living in the United 
States. 

THE BORGHES ART COLLECTION. 
It is reported that Prince Borghes has of- 
fered his art collectéon to the Government tor 
7,000,000 lire, but the Government cannot buy 
and no other purchaser can be found 
in the kingdom. The edict which prohibits 
the export of the collection will be rigidly 
enforced. Were the Prince at liberty to seek 
a foreign’ market he could at once relieve 
himself of his embarrassments. The Italian 
press think it a matter for congratulation 
that this edict is in force. . 


EMIGRATION FROM ITALY. 
Emigration from Italy continues on a vast 


scale. From Jan. I to July zi the single pre- 
fecture of Rovigo issued 5,046 emi tion 
passports for 16,544 individuals. The ter 


part of these emigrants went to Brazil. 


THE GERMAN CORN DUTIES. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM OPPOSED TO ANY REDUC-

BERLIN, Aug. 2.—Minister Miquel of the 
Finance Department had a long conference 
with the Kaiser, but failed to bring the 
Sovereign around to his views as to a reduc- 
tion of the corn duties. The Kaiser believed 
that the present crisis can be tided over with- 
out resort to such an 
and that the suspension corn duties 
would have a tendency to shake the confi- 
dence ot agriculturists in the government. 

THE HOLY COAT OF TREVES. 

A dispatch from Treves says that much 
scandal was created yesterday by a young 
man dressed like a student, who showeda 
disposition to take the holy coat out of its 
case and examine it. He was promptly pushed 
out of the cathedral and turned over tothe 
police authorities and locked up. He ts said 
to be slightly insane. Crowds continue to 
pour into the city to see the relic, and a large 
number of people are obliged to camp during 
the night in the open streets. 

GERMANY'’S WORLD'S FAIR COMMISSIONER. 

Herr Wurmuth, the German Commissioner 
to the Columbian Fair, was present at a 
meeting of merchar z and manufacturers 
yesterday. Herr Wurmuth, during the 
course of the proceedings, intimated that a 
central and a number of local committees 
would be formed in Germany in order to 
properly organize the different sections of 
the German exhibit at Chicago.

ORCHARDS UPROOTED AND HOUSES AND 
BARNS SWEPT AWAY. 


Three Dams Washed Away, and Mills 
and Factories Hooded — Several Per 
sons Drowned—The New York Oentral 
Road Bilockaded by Washouts — 


“Tror, X. Y., Aug. 2%.—A cloud burst ob- 
curred on the mountains surrounding Sand 
Lake at 2 p. m. yesterday and extended over 
halfa mile of territory, The rain came down in 
terrific, biinding sheets and continued for 
several hours, The mountain streams were 
soon like rivers and rushed down the hm - 
sides and emptied into Glass-house Lake 
witha roar that drowned the noise of the 
thunder. The lake soon overflowed its banks 
and rushed over the new dam down in the 
valley below. Everything was carried before 
the raging torrent; whole orchards were 


halt a mile wide and twenty feet deep. Tle 
hotel stable and glass- house was swept 
from its foundation and four horses were 
drowned, The residence of Ezra Knowlson 
was carried away, the family escaping with 
difficulty to another portion of the building. 
The biacksmith shop of Lewis Adams and 
three horses were swallowed up, and the en- 
tire farm of A. B. Knowlson was submerged 
andthe crops destroyed. At Slater’s Cor- 
ners three bridges were carried away, and 
the hotel was filled with water half way ur 
to the second story. Seventy-five guests were 
panic -stricken and several of the ladies went 
into hysterics and fainted, adding to 
the excitement. The general grocery 
store of Jonathan Huntley was carried fully 
a mile towards the flats below. The flood 
came upon the people wiih scarcely a mo- 
ment’s warning, and in most cases there was 
not time to remove household effects to the 
floors above. The water rushed on towards 
Aver fll Park and Sand Park proper, where all 
the big manufacturing places are located. 
The dam at Lain’s Mill was nearly all swept 
away at the first approach of the torrent, and 
a big corner of the mil! was taken from its 
foundation and carried away. Fifteen thouw- 
‘sand dollars’ worth of made-up woolen 
goods were soaked with the muddy water, 
entalling a loss of at least half that amount. 


several hundred feet below, withstood 
pressure for seven hours, when at 9 o'clock 
it, too, gave away with a terrific roar. The 
water poured through the mill windows that 
had been thrown open for that purpose. 

LOSS OF LIFE. 

It’s believed that lives have been lost, 
Three iron bridges were swept away after 
the dam gave way and were carried several 
hundred feet down the stream. McConthe’s 
mill, just below, was seriously damaged, and 
the dam, a particularly strong one, broke. 
Then the immense volume of water, instead 
of following the circuitous course of the 
creek, spread out over the surrounding 
farms and destroyed everything in its path. 
The rush of water could be heard for miles 
and the mighty roar brought out hundreds 
of people, who congregated on the hill just 
east of the dam. The dam was thought 
to be secure and no one imagined 
that the break would occur so suddeniy. 
The next dam about three-quarters of a mile 
below, owned by J. A. Smart, a manufac- 
turer of cotton and woolen goods, stood the 
strain, although the water rushed over the 
top ten feet deep. It was impossible to drive 
further east than the village of Wynantskill 
four miles from Grand Lake, as the roadbed

There, aftera touching scene 
in which the lady shed bucketsfual of tears, 
the gentleman discovered that he did not 
a ve sufficient money to pay her. hotel Dill 
due at the Southern, and departed, vowing 
he would leave at once for Kansas City and 
raise the necessary funds from his uncle.

REPORT OF BALMACEDA’S VICTORY NOT 
CREDITED AT WASHINGTON. 


No Dispatches Received From Admiral 
Brown or Minister Egan-The Situ- 
ation About Valparaiso—Each Army 
Strengthening Its Position—Probable 
Cause of Delay—Commanders’ Plans. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. . — Nothing of- 
ficial or unofficial has been received at 
either the State or Navy Department to-day 
of the reported surrender of the Chilian 
Congressional army at Vina Del Mar on 
Tuesday. If the surrender did take place 
the absence of any information from either 
Minister Egan or Admiral Brown on the sub- 
ject is believed to be due to the interruption 
of telegraphic communication. 

The dispatch purportingto be from Val 
paraiso, which was given out yesterday by 
the Chililan Minister announcing the sur- 
render of the insurgents, is not deemed re 
liable here. In diplomatic circles itis re- 
gardedasa fake. Whether the fake origi- 
nated in Washington, New York or Valparal- 
so, no one in authority ventures to say, but 
it is said that neither the State Department 
nor the Diplomatic Corps places the slightest 
faith in the message. 

Assistant Secretary of State Wharton said 
this morning that the department had no 
official information ofthe Chilian Minister’s 
having received any dispatch from Valpa- 
raisoor anywhere else, but he declined to 
express an opinion touching either the dis- 
patch or the fallure of the Chilian Minister to 
communicate with him regarding it. 

Friends of the Balmaceda Govern- 
ment in this city, commenting on 
the denials from Iquique of the reported sur- 
render of the insurgent army, say that the 
insurgents at that place cannot get any tele- 
graphic information from Valparaiso, as both 
the cable along the coast and the telegraph 
line from Valparaiso to Huasco are in posses- 
sion of the Government.

Charles McClelland, janitor of the Bowman 
Building, on Eleventh and Locust streets, 
and a brother - in- la wof George Grassmuck, 
the well-known politician, has had many 
hair-bDreadth escapes in the many years he 
has spent traveling across the continent, but 
none so thrilling as one through which he 
has lately passed. 

About a week ago he received a tele- 
gram from his sister in Lincoln 
County, Mo., gating that their 
aged mother was on her death-bed and 
had expressed an ardint desire to see her boy 
before entering on het last, long sleep. He 
at once left his work and started for the 
Union Depot, arriving there only to find that 
the St. Louis and Hanmbal train, which would 
land him at his sister’; farm, had left. There 
was nothing for him to io but wait until morn- 
ing or take the Wabésh train an hour later, 
which would land hin at Gilmore Station, 
about eight miles from his sister's 
home. A walk of eigit miles across a wild 
and open country afler midnight was not 
a pleasant prospect, Gat rather than miss 
seeing his mother alve he determined to 
take the risk. Having procureda revolver 
and a bull’s eye lanteri from Officer Quigley 
of the Central District, to assist him in cross- 
ing the numerous tristles he boarded the 
train. 

HIS LONELY WALK. 

It was after 11 o’clok when he alighted 
from the train at Gilmcre Station. The night 
was dark and a heavy G@w made the air op- 
pressive and damp.

The Farmers’ Alliance Convention at 
Pertle Springs, Mo. 


DEMANDS FAIR wanne. 


If It Insists on the Ocala Platform ‘There 
Will Be a Fight—An Attempt to Shut 
Out the Newspaper Men-The Con” 
vention Not Likely to Finish Its 
Work This Week. 


PERTLE SPRINGS, Mo., Aug. 2.—To-day’s 
session of the Farmers’ and Laborers’ Union 
of Missouri has been of a quiet order. The 
Committee on Demands was expected to re- 
port this morning, but aid not. It. has 
promised to report this afternoon. U 8. 
Hall made a call on the Com- 
mittee last night and gave it to 
understand that if it insisted on the Ocala 
demands, it must expect to fight. Dick 
Dalton will present a minority report which 
will also be signed by J. R. Piake. A special 
committee reported a recommendation to 
revise the Constitution, evidently in the 
hore of so amending it as would permit 
the Alliance of Missouri to go into the Third 
party. Theamendment cannot be made, as 
the Hall men have sixty votes, and the sub- 
treasury and third party people can- 
not hope to succeed with that much 
opposition when a two-thirds vote is 
required. That the convention will indorse 
the Ocale demands and send sub-treasury 
and third party delegates to the National 
Convention, which meets at Indianapolis in 
November, is conceded by every body accept 
the radical Hall followers.

WEATHER PROPHET FOSTER. 


He Forecasts Another Storm Due Early 
in September. 


St. JOSEPH, Mo., Aug. 2.—Weather 
Prophet Foster, in a letter to the papers, 
says: 

I last forecasted the storm wave due to 
cross the Continent from Aug. 27 to 31. The 
next will be due to leave the Pacific Coast 
about Sept.2,cross the Rockies and Allegheny 
Valley from the 8d tothe 5th, and reach the 
Atlantic Coast about the 6th.

The Dyrenforth Experimenters . Satis- 
fied With Results. | 


ADVERSE CONDITIONS AGAINST WHICH 
THEY HAD TO CONTEND. 


— 


The Feasibility of the Plan Fairly Demon- 
strated—Description of the Operations 
on Tuesday Last-The Party on the 
Way to Washington — Rainmaking in 
New Mexico and Wyoming. 


Fort WortH, Tex., Aug. F. -The members 
of the Dyrenforth rain- making experiments 
on the way to Washington passed through 
this city last evening. In conversation they 
all expressed themselves well satisfied with 
the results of theirefforts. Speaking of the 
last experiment Prof. Myer, the aeronaut, 
said that the winds, whieh sweep over the 
arid plains of Texas, interfered greatly 
with the operation of the gas balleons. 
The force ofthe gale on the balloons was 
very great, and in several cases it has torn 
the captive balloons from tbeir fastenings, 
rent the strong meshes of the netting as if 
they were cobweb fabrics. Shelters had to be 
bullt both for the balloons and for the oxygen 
furnace. The oxygen apparatus used was 
probably the largest ever constructed and 
manufactures the gas on a scale never before 
attempted. The wind and the seclusion of 
the ranch from supplies bas also made this 
work exceedingly difficult. 

No such Gificulties were encountered in the 
explosions on the ground, however, and 
these were Carried on with entire success, 
ever halt a ton of ‘‘rackarock’’ powder and 
dynamite having been fired in the last few 
days. Explosives were also fired from kites. 
The explosions were made overa space of 
several square miles, For three weeks an in- 
termittent series of experiments have been 
carried on, and notin a single instance has 
rain failed to fal within ten or twelve hours 
after the explosions. 

Gen. Dyrenforth also expressed himself as 
entirely satisfied with results, The last ex- 
dertment, made on Tuesday, he regarded as 
he crucial test, and clearly demonstrated the 
ruth of the theory that rain could be made 

fall by artificial means. In describing this 
est the General sald that on Tuesday seven 
hballoons, containing several thousand feet of 
oxyhydrogen gas were sent up and exploded 
at heights varying from 1,000 to 10,000 feet. 
It sundown the batteries on the ground 
began their work, and at 10 p. m. a 
constant canonading was carried on under a 

xy of perfect clearness lit by countless stars 
of brilliance seldom seen inthe North.

Saw Francisco, Cal., Aug. %,—The Lick 
Observatory is now the scene ot a very lively 
little row with Director R. 8. Holden on one 
side and the corps of observers and professors 
on the other. Some time back Profs. Hill 
and Keeler resigned ina manner which indi- 
cated that they felt that the relations were 
neither conducive to good work or good feel- 
ing. The directors of the institution did not, 
until some time later, discover that it was 
because of Director Holden that Profs. Keeler 
and Hill had sentin their letters of resign- 
ment. One of the professors makes a state- 
ment which shows the disposition prevailing, 
and which is rather severe on Mr. Holden. 

„Holden, he said, ‘‘sits on every one he 
comes in contact with. He is very rude to 
visitors. The cavalier way in which he 
treated Keeler and Hill caused them to resign. 
A month or so ago the social relations be- 
tween the director and the other astronomers 
were 80 tense that all communications de 
tween the former and the latter were in 
writing. For instance, Schaebele or Bar 
nard, wanting to ask Holden a question, 
would write a letter beginning, ‘Mr. E. 8.

He was born in St. Louis in 1847, and was 
the son of Edward Holden, a potneer in the 
militing business. He took the scientific 
course at the Washington University and 
graduated with honors. After his gradua- 
tion he was associated with Prof. Chauvenet, 
whose daughter he afterwards married. He 
is a graduate of West Pointand served some 
time as a Lieutenant inthe Fourth Artillery.

fessorship in the college there. The latter 
position he resigned, however, to devote his 
entire attention to the observatory.

EUROPE’S CORN TRADE. 


REMARKABLE INCREASE IN THE DE- 
MAND FROM THE CONTINENT. 


An Encouraging Outlook for Farmers in 
the Corn Belt— The Demand From Ger- 
many and France—Causes of the In- 
crease in Traffic—St. Louis in the Lead. 


Reports from all parts of the corn belt in- 
dicate that the crop will be unusualhy large, 
and from letters received from the farmers 
by thetr local agents it is evident that fears 
are entertained that in consequence of the 
large yield prices will fall very low. Among 
those best postedin the matter these fears 
are believed to be groundless, as from pres- 
ent indications this year willl open a new era 
inthe corn trade with Europe. Hitherto, 
although the exports have at times been 
large, such corn as bas been sent across the 
ocean has been almost exclusively used for 
fodder. 
PAST AND PRESENT. 

When the price of short forage was low in 
Europe there has been little demand for 
American corn, andthe prce has depended 
upon the home market. With a shortage of 
horse and cattle feed the market was better, 
but all the attempts to introduce corn asa 
food for man have hitherto proved abortive. 
A numberof heavy shipments of corn meal 
have been made, but it is considered unlikely 
thatasingle one was profitable, while the 

eat majority entailed a considerable loss 

e reception given American corn at the 
Paris Exposition gave rise to hopes that its 
value as a food product would be recognized, 
but these hopes proved to be I- founded, as 
the demand for cornmeal has been little bet- 
ter sincethat time. All exporters recognize 
the existence of a prejudice as strong as it is 
unreasonable against corn as a human food, 
and most of them have given up in despair 
the attempt to introduce it. 

A REMARKABLE CHANGE. 
But within the last three weeks a marked 


change has been apparent. Not 
waiting for American shippers to 
move in the matter European grain 


receivefS have made inquiries as to prices 
and have already given large orders. Se- 
eral agents of German and French firms have 
visited the United States to obtain informa- 
tion concerning the method of manufactur- 
ing corn meal, anda number of mills will be 
erected abroad. A fact that proves the in- 
tention of European dealers to push the sale 
of corn is the number of orders that have 
been received for cornmeal. Many of these 
have come from France, but the great major- 
ity are from Germany. German period- 
icals have contained long articles concerning 
the value of corn as a food product, and it is 
noticeable that these articles have appeared 
most frequently in publications sustained to 
a greater or less extent by the imperial gov- 
ernment. 
CADSES FOR THE DEMAND. 

The reason given by some of the importers 
for the unusual demand is that the govern- 
ment desiresto retain the duty on wheat, 
but since the Russian ukase in regard to rye 
fears that this can not be done unless some 
other cheap food is introduced. As is well 
known, the price of flour will be un- 
precedentedly high during the coming au- 
tumn and winter, andthe only thing that can 
be substituted is American corn meal. Un- 
der these circumstance a great effort is be- 
ing made for its introduction, and some 
regiments of the army will have their flour 
partially replaced by cornmeal. This news 
is regarded as favorable to the 
American It is considered by ex- 
porters as certain that if once corn obtains 
a fair footing abroad that its consumption 
will steadily increase and will not be de- 
pendent upon the iemporary conditions now 


prevalent. No center offers such ad- 
vantages for corn shipments as 
St. Louis.
